Anniston, Ala., Oct. 20. —Tho war in­ 
vestigation committee continued to take 
evidence yesterday from officers and 
privates 
concerning Camp Thomas, 
Chickamauga Park. 
Among those who 
testified 
were 
Congressman Colson, 
colonel of the Fourth Kentucky, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Oath lie of the Sec­ 
ond Arkansas. 
Colonel Cabelle said, in 
reply to questions put by Dr. Counor, 
that be had observed a condition of af­ 
fairs at Camp Thomas at the hospital of 
tho Second division of the Third army 
corps in June which he considered hor­ 
rible. 
He had seen one sick man lying 
in the rain without the protection of 
even a fly tent, and he had been in­ 
formed by other officers that several 
others had been left in the same way. 
He thought the doctors were honest 
enough, but that they did not know how 
to get supplies. 
Mule drivers had been 
used for nurses, and mauy of them 
were in the habit of getting drunk and 
neglecting their patients. 
He said Dr, 
fichooler was the division surgeon at 
the tuna. 
Colonel Cabelle is a lieuten­ 
ant in the regular army and his testi­ 
mony made an evident impression upon 
the commission. 
Major Charlo* F. King, surgeon of 
the Fourth Wisconsin regiment, said 
the medical supplies of his regiment 
were insufficient and that there wa* 
much delay 
in 
getting requisitions 
filled. 
He thought there was a suffi­ 
cient quantity of food, but said some of 
the men would not eat it, preferring to 
boy food for themselves. 
General Wilson asked if the men had 
ever complained to him, as surgeon of 
the regiment, and Dr. King replied that 
they iud, 
“ What did yon say to them?** asked 
the general. 
"I told them to go to the devil and 
cat what they had," he replied. 
“ I think th at a very improper reply 
for you to have m ade," said General 
Wilson, and he declined to further con­ 
tinue the examination. 
Dr. ll« nry IL Lee. major and surgeon 
of the Third brigade, First division 
Third corps, said he had urged tho re­ 
moval of the camp from Chickamauga 
because he considered the water bad 
and because of the impossibility of get­ 
ting deep sinks. 
Major Ben sou, who was inspector 
general of the First division, Third 
corps at Chickamauga, said it had been

bls to enforce sanitary regula­ 
tions at Chickamauga because when 
men wire arrested the o a ru woald not 
punish them.

It is the general impression among j 
deputies that President Faure will in­ 
vite Alexandre Ribot to form a cabinet. 
Detachments of municipal guards, 
cuirassers and police w ere massed at the 
various approaches to the palace of the 
Ely ©see, for fear of disturbances. 
The 
city is greatly excited. 
M. Brisson went to the Elyssee and 
President Faure signed tho appoint­ 
ment of M. Lockroy, minister of mariue 
in the retiring cabinet, as minister of 
war ad interim.
